Troops kill 19-year-old

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies)— Israeli soldiers 
fatally shot a 19-year-okl Palesti¬ 
nian allegedly lunging to hud a 
firebomb at them Sunday in-Nab¬ 
lus, the mOitazy command said. 
Six Palestinian protesters were 
wounded in ensmog dashes in tbe 
West Bank city.

Another disaster was pre¬ 
vented by several elderly passen¬ 
gers who grabbed the ass ail a n t 
and beat him, witnesses said. 

Police said two policemen hap¬ 
pened to be driving behind the 
bus, noticed there was trouble 
and rescued the suspect from 
passengers who were beating 
him- The suspect goffered “super¬ 


ficial beating injuries,” a hospital 
spokesman said. 

Police refused to give the sus¬ 
pect’s name, but said be fived in 
foe occupied territories. News¬ 
papers'said he was a 26-year-old 
from tbe area of RamaHah in tbe 
West Bank.

Skirmishes continue in 
Beirut; Aoun attacks U.S. 


BEIRUT (AP) —: Rival forces 
battled with artillery and rockets 
Sunday and army chief Michel 
Aoun, deepening a rift with the 
United States, charged that 
Washington does not have the 
courage “to confront terrorism.” 

Police said one person was 
killed and seven were wounded in 
foe shelling and in gunbatties 
across Beirut's dividing green line 
and foe mountains overlooking 
tbe capital. . 

That raised the casualty toll 
since fighting erupted between 
Aonn's forces and Syrian troops 
and albrti nn Btnm cn March 8 to 
at least 834 lolled and 2,481 
wounded. 

Police said Syrians guns 
opened up before dawn on ships 
frying to ran a six-month-old 
blockade of the Christian enclave 
north of Beirut. 

The Syrians apparently sus¬ 
pected the vessels were carrying 
arms and supplies tot Aoun. 

Aonn’s gunners responded 
with howitzer barrages against 
Syrian artzDery batteries along 
foe seaside ‘Am Mreisseh boule¬ 
vard in west Beirut 

Beirut newspapers quoted 
Aoun as saying in an interview 


with the U.S. NBC televirion 
network that President George 
Bush’s U.S. administration of 
doing nothing to curb foe Syrians’ 
actions in Lebanon. 

“America practices tbe policy 
of bowing to Syria's influence in 
Lebanon... and is giving Syria the 
opportunity to annex Lebanon,” 
Aoun declared. 

“We ask the United States not 
to support Syria’s occupation of 
Lebanon,” he said. 

Aoun has repeatedly accused 
tbe Americans of selling out to 
Syria. Christian leadets believe 
that one of the factors in 
Washington’s failure to take ac¬ 
tion to curb Syrian shelling for 
fear of banning right Americans 
held hostage by Iranian-backed 
gro up s. 

Syria has pledged to help free 
the American captives who are 
among 16 Westerners arising in 
Lebanon. Most arc held by 
Shfite factions. 

Aoun was quoted as telling 
NBC: ‘'America does not have 
enough courage to confront ter¬ 
rorism. 

“It’s certain that Americans 
win become the target for in¬ 
creased attacks all over the world 


because foe American govern¬ 
ment is making concessions to the 
terrorists,” he said. 

Aoun described the U'.S. 
embassy in east Beirut as an 
“espionage network,” but 
offered the guarantee tbe security 
for tbe 30 diplomats evacuated 
from the heavily fortified embas¬ 
sy compound last Wednesday. 

State Department spokes¬ 
woman Margaret Tntwiler 
blamed the evacuation on Aoun 
after about 1,000 of his suppor¬ 
ters besieged the embassy deman¬ 
ding U.S. action against Syria. 

Tntwiler accused Aoun of hav¬ 
ing threatened to take 20 Amer¬ 
icans hostage- 

Aoun has denied foe allega¬ 
tions and called on foe United 
States to send its diplomats back. 

The withdrawal of Ambassador 
John McCarthy and his team 
marked the first time the Amer¬ 
icans have dosed their Beirut 
embassy since tbe civil war 
erupted in 1975. 

Beirut newspapers quoted 
Aoun as saying in another inter¬ 
view with tiie Italian daily Aven- 
mre that he would personally 
guarantee tbe safety of Pope John 
Paul II if he visits Lebanon.

Israeli soldier 
killed in Lebanon 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — An 
Israeli s ol dier was hTl«l fa a 
battle with resistance forces in 
Lebanon Sunday and a Palesti¬ 
nian group claimed responsibility 
for the attack, fa which a resist¬ 
ance fighter was also shot dead. 

Israel Radio said tile firefight 
occurred just inside Lebanon at 
the tip of the occupied Golan 
Heights. 

It was the third dash with 
guerrillas involving Israeli forces 
or their Lebanese mili tia allies in 
tiie last 10 days. The gnnfi g hts 
marked an overall escalation fa 
tensions along tiie bender, includ¬ 
ing several rocket attacks. 

A spokesman for Popular 
Front for die Liberation of Pales¬ 
tine (PFLP) said a guerrilla group 
dashed with an Israeli patrol fa 
the area of Mount Hennon near 
foe Lebanese-Israeli border 
Sattoday night. 

Initial information, the spokes¬ 
man said, indicated that one 
guerrilla was killed and “the 
enemy suffered several losses in 
foe firelight-” 

Saturday’s border clash was the 
eighth this year and came hours 
after Soviet-designed Katyusha 


rockets slammed into an Israeli- 
policed South Lebanon “security 
zone." 

The Lebanese National Resist¬ 
ance Front, a coalition of leftist 
and Palestinian guerrilla groups 
including the PFLP, also claimed 


The PFLP, headed by George 
Bosh, is part of the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
and backs PLO Chapman Yasser 
Arafat’s peace initiative towards 
Israel. 

The PFLP and other gnnq» 
wi thin tiie resistance front main¬ 
tain bases in the Bekaa Valley in 
east Lebanon. 

The front said tbe attack; 
marked Its seventh anniversary 
and was also to avenge Israel’s 
abduction of Hizbollah cleric 
Shrilch Abdul Karim Obeid July 
28. 

The front, which has previously 
mounted joint operations with 
the PFLP, said in a statement it 
also launched attacks against 
positions inside Israel’s “security 
zone.” 

It vowed “to continue fighting 
until the last Israeli soldier is 
expelled from our land.” 


Algerian premier 
steps down after row 


ALGIERS (R) — Algerian 
Prime Minister Kasdi Merbah 
stepped down under protest 
Sunday, dismissed by President 
Chadli Benjetfid apparently for 
failing to speed the pace of 
reform. 

A source dose to Merbah, 
who initially refused to resign 
when ordered to do so Satur¬ 
day, said the former prime 
minister had agreed to leave 
office but still contested tbe 
constitutionality of his dis¬ 
missal. 

Benjedid replaced Merbah 
with a key presidential adviser 
and reformist ally in his ruling 
National Liberation Front 
(FIN), Moutoud Hamronche, 
formerly chief of presidential 
staff. 

Political observers linked tbe 
move to BenjedacTs frustration 
at tiie slow implementation of 
sweeping political and econo¬ 
mic reforms he launched after 
youth riots swept the country 
last October. 

Tbe state-run Algerian news 
agency APS Sunday lashed out 
at Merbah, who said Saturday 
tbe president (fid not have foe 
conrtftutional power to fire him 
without national assembly 
backing. 

“In refusing to conform to 
the constitutional derision of 
the president, putting an end to 
his functions, is Kasdi Merbah 
trying to make himself an 
alternative to the supreme 
magistrate?” an APS commen¬ 
tary asked. 

It said the constitution gave 
foe president dear powers to 
nami* and fire prime mmiSteiS, 
an inte rpre ta tion shored by an 
independent jurist contacted by 
Renters. 

Diplomats said it remained 
unclear how much support 
Merbah could rally within the 
FLN, which bolds an extraor¬ 
dinary congress; next month 
expected to see a showdown 

between conservatives and par¬ 
ty reformists led by Benjetfid. 

But they added there was 


Tittle Merbah could do until the 
national assembly reconvened 
late this month after its summer 
break. 

Hamronche, 47, a dose pro¬ 
tege of Benjedid’s since he be¬ 
came president fa 1979, would 
announce his government later 
fa the week, a political source 


Benjedid has told Ham- 
ronche to quickly and thor¬ 
oughly implement reforms de^ 
signed to transform Algeria 
from a one-party socialist state 
to a democracy. 

Hamronche will also have to 
grapple with an econom i c crisis 
that erupted during summer fa 
numerous strikes and protests 
at lack of water and housing. 

Heavily fa debt to foreign 
banks, Algeria’s economy suf¬ 
fers high inflation, unemploy¬ 
ment and low productivity. 
Shortages of consumer goods 
are common. 

Merbah, fa a statement late 
Saturday, defended his record 
and said he had not had the full 
support of either tbe FLN, the 
press or the mam trade onion. 
Union Generate des Travafl- 
leurs Algerians. 

“I absolutely do not under¬ 
stand the decision that has been 
taken,” he said. “I took in hand 
a catastrophic situation, con¬ 
trolled it and improved it” 

A Western diplomat said 
dear differences had emerged 
last spring between Merbah and 
Benjedid over r efo rm legisla¬ 
tion, with Merbah generally 
taking a more restrictive view. 

But he said the biggest obsta¬ 
cle to quick passage of laws on 
political parties, press freedom 
and mom-party elections was 
the 295-seat national assembly, 
dominated by old guard FLN 


There was no immediate 
comment from nascent opposi¬ 
tion parties. Algerian state 
newspapers Sunday hailed the 
move as giving a new push to a 
flagging reform drive. 






















Rebels claim victories in Ethiopia 


NAIROBI (R) — Rebel groups 
m northern Ethiopia said Sunday 
they had extended the area unde? 
then- control after halting an 
Ethiopian government offensive 
and wiping out an elite airborne 
division. 

TTie Ethiopian People’s Re¬ 
volutionary Democratic Front 
(EPRDF), linking the Tigray 
People’s Liberation Front and the 
Ethiopian People’s Democratic 
Movement, said fi ghting began 
on Aug. 29, when government 
-fences attacked rebel-held areas. 

An EPRDF communique tele¬ 
xed to Renters from Khartoum 
said the rebels had wiped out 
Ethiopia's 60S Army Corps and 
the 3rd Revolutionary Front-Line 
Command. 

The 102nd Airborne Division, 
which played a key role last May 
in crushing an attempted military 
coup against Ethiopian President 


Mengistu Haile Mariam, was 
among the units destroyed, it 
added. 

The 102nd Airborne Division 
had been moved from Asmara, 
the capital of Eritrea, to take part 
in the offensive. ‘‘It was the 
government’s most elite force, 
known for its loyalty to the reg¬ 
ime,” the communique said. 

The EPRDF said government 
forces had launched the offensive 
to crush the rebels. Four govern¬ 
ment divisions deployed between 
Maychew and Kobo had been 
wiped out, and tanks, guns, vehi¬ 
cles and millions of rounds of 
ammunition captured. 

Atlanta peace talks 

Meanwhile in Atlanta, Georgia 
Ethiopia and its guerrilla oppo¬ 
nents, sapped by years of bloody 
conflict, have paved the way for 


an end to Africa's longest civil 
war at a historic peace talks here. 

Former U.S. Preadent Jimmy 
Carter, host of die negotiations,- 
told reporter s Saturday the war¬ 
ring parties had virtually agreed 
to hold further talks to try to cod 
a conflict that has crippled 
Ethiopia's economy 

“I don’t really see a major 
obstacle now (to the talks),*’ Car¬ 
ter said after three days of nego¬ 
tiations, only the second fece-to-. 
face encounter between the anta¬ 
gonists in a decade. 

He added that the meeting was 
likely to be comdnded other Sun¬ 
day or Monday, when a joint 
communique spelling out details 
such as the venue, date and agen¬ 
da for future talks would be 
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Carter, negotiator of landmark 
1979 Camp David peace accords 
between Egypt and Israel, said 
the Atlanta meeting bad not dis¬ 
cussed a ceasefire bat added he 
had raised this with die Ethiopian 
and rebel Eritre an P eople’s Li¬ 
beration Front (EPLF) delega¬ 
tions. 

“My hope is that if we are 
successf u l here in Atlanta we will 
send dear signals to Ethiopia/ 
Eritrean people back home and 
that the sides will either take joint 
action or unilateral action (to 
declare ceasefire) to demonstrate 
pood faith and confidence-bnild- 
mg measures,” he said. 

‘1 have been informed that 
everyday throughout Ethiopia all 
the churches — the Coptic and 
Catholic and Protestant chnxchcs 
— are ringing their bells for 15 
minutes just to let the leaders 
throughout the region know that 
the people themselves want 
peace. 

‘There is a great concentration 
of awareness, hope and prayers in 
that region that we can be suc¬ 
cessful here,” he added. .

Fighting halts Kandahar aid convoy 


KABUL, Afghanistan (AP)—A 
senior government official has 
said that a 3 ^00-vehicle supply 
convoy was stuck outride the 
provincial capital of Kandahar 
because government troops were 
unable to secure the last stretch 
of road from rebel attacks. 

Also Saturday, Yuli Voront¬ 
sov, Soviet First Deputy Foreign 
Minister and Ambassador to 
Kabul since late 1988, ended his 
tour. He paid a final courtesy call 
on President Najjbnllah before 
leaving, the Afghan News Agen¬ 
cy Bakhtar reported. 

Vorontsov, absent for most of 
die summer, returned last Mon¬ 
day but had previously said he 
expected to leave. 

He was ambassador during the 
final phase of the nine-year 
Soviet military intervention, 
which ended in February. No 
replacement has been named.

“They know that 
with the transportation of this 
convoy they will lose the balance 
of their farces.” 

Government officials have said 
the convoy, which left in late 
August from the town of Targnn-

Baxyalai, in charge of trans¬ 
portation and supplies, said the 
guerrillas were making random 
rocket attacks on the road in 
order to keep the convoy from 
moving.

C h in g iz 
Aitmatov, a member of the Supreme Soviet, is scheduled to meet 
Israeli leaders including President Chaim Herzog, Prime Munster 
Moshe Arens and Finance Minister Shimon Peres,, during his 
10-day visit. Aitmatov, an award-winning Soviet author, is visiting 
as a guest of thelsracli Writers Association. He is scheduled to 
meet with Israeli intellectuals, but hinted that his visit may have 
political significance.

CAIRO (AP) — Mauritania d«im« that 1,906 Mauritanians ary l 
Senegalese cued during a bloody e thni c and racial dispute last 
spring, while Senegal puts the casualties at 360, daily A1 Ahram 
newspaper says. In its early Sunday edition, AJ Ahram did not 
give. a source for its figures. A1 Ahram reporters accom pa nied 
President Hosm Mubarak daring his mediation visits to botix 
African countries earlier this week. Neither country has given an 
offi c ia l estimate of the victims killed after a border dispute 
spawned violence in the capitals of each country directed at 
nationals of the other. A1 Ahram said that Mauritania cfaiwwH 
that 1,873 Mauri tanian s were killed in Senegal and 33 Senegalese 
killed in Mauritania. It said the Senegalese said that 60 Maurita¬ 
nians were kxDed in Senegal and 300 Senegalese him in 
Mauritania. It quoted Mubarak as sa ying that " intensiv e dia¬ 
logue” was further needed to end the dispute and that a 
six-member committee formed by the Organisation -at African 
Unity last July would meet in New York Oct 5 to continue 
mediation.

flm any case, lids issue of how to alleviate the rising cost of 
Evibag in Jordan is a complex one and dearly there is no 
sfcguitar simple and ideal solution.

LOCAL Jordanian dailies Sunday discussed the intifada which 
has entered the 22nd month and the visit to Jordan by the South 
Yemeni president A! Ra’i daily said that the full image of the 
Palestinian struggle has now readied the international community 
and the oppressed people have succeeded in winning sympathy 
and support of all nations. The paper cited an example to support 
this view by reporting that one of the American television 
networks presented one and half hour programme featuring 
various scenes from the occupied territories dearly manifesting 
the barbaric attitude of the Israeli troops.

China’s campaign to 
remould the young 
making little headway

PEKING-— “Without the Com¬ 
munist Party, there would be no 
new China,” a long-haired singer 
sc r e ams to a hard rock rhythm, 
mocking the wo r ds of a party 
anthem and winning laughter 
from young people in a Peking 
nightclub. 

In the three months since 
troops shot their way into the city 
to crush pro-democracy protests, 
the authorities have successfully 
maintained their grip on the 
streets and sOenced open dissent 
with a wave of arrests. 

But the third step in the crack¬ 
down — to remould the hearts 
and minds of the generation of 
young Chinese who led the pro¬ 
tests— seems to be making little 
headway. 

Students returning to their 
campuses for their awtnmn term 
have begun a tough regime of 
political classes stressing loyalty 
to the party and vilifying 
“bourgeois liberalism,” Peking’s 
codewords for Western political 
ideas. 

The entire October intake of 
new students at Peking Universi¬ 
ty, hotbed tif the democracy 
movement, is to be sent to army 
academies for a year’s political 
and military training before tak¬ 
ing up.theor academic courses. 

“For a time, our campuses and 
lecture stages have been flooded 
with fashionable theories and 
Western trends, attacking Marx¬ 
ism and the leadership of the 
Communist Party,” a tint-page 
editorial in the official Guang- 
irnng daily said on Sept 3. 

“It is an extremely serious 
question whether we are training 
me heirs to die revolutionary 
cause, or the gravediggers of the 
revolutionary cause,” it added. 

The solution, the paper said, 
was to strengthen ideological and 
political education on campuses 
and make students “leam from 
peasants and workers” — an appa¬ 
rent reference to plans to send 
large numbers of graduates to 
work in rural areas. 

“If this is done well... we can

socialist spiritual civilisation,” it 
added. 

One economics student de¬ 
scribed the sessions of ideological 
training, of up to 30 hours a 
week, as exhausting but futile 
exercises. 

“We are not allowed to simply 
stay sflent. Everyone has to pub¬ 
licly state their opinion of the 
unrest and the army action. So 
everyone says they support the 
government. 

“The authorities know most of 
ns are lying but what do they 
expect? Students have been shot 
and arrested.” 

“I never wanted to go abroad 
before, I had hope in the re¬ 
forms,” said another, a post¬ 
graduate student at Peking Uni¬ 
versity. “No I just want to get ont 
of China- ” 

The numbers of young[Chinese 
seeking to go abroad — including 
teachers, intellectuals and private 
entr e preneurs, as well as students 
— have reached epidemic prop¬ 
ortions since foe June crackdown. 

Western consulates in China 
report a wave of applications for 
student visas. But even with 
money and a place at an overseas 
university it is not easy to leave. 

Peking announced in July it 
would step up scrutiny of the 
political soundness of outgoing 
students. Some U.S.-based 
Chinese students who returned 
home to visit relatives in May and t 
June say they were forced to 
write declarations of support for 
the government before being 
granted exit visas to leave again. 

“They say the aim is to stop 
students absorbing bourgeois 
liberal ideas while they are 
abroad,” one student said. “If so, 
why don’t the leaders bring their 
own children home?” 

The offspring of several senior 
politicians, indbdmg the son of 
party chief Jiang Zemin, are 
studying in the West. 

“What they really want to do is 
punish people who took part in 
dem on str a tions,” he added. 

Students say dose political con¬ 
trol and an atmosphere of fear on 
campuses rule out any possibility 
of unrest in the near future.

KABUL, Afghanistan — Public 
hostility toward- the Soviet Un¬ 
ion, common a few years ago in 
Kabul, has shifted to the United 
States, tiie chief supplier of the 
rebel rockets that pound govern¬ 
ment-held cities. 

Six months after the Soviet 
troop withdrawal, many Af ghans 
sought out a visiting American 
journalist to accuse the United 
States of financing death, instead 
of promoting peace. The rockets 
fixed by the rebels kill far more 
innocent civilians than govern¬ 
ment soldiers. 

“I hate the American govern¬ 
ment because they are assisting 
tiie opposition groups in our 
country. They’re killing our peo¬ 
ple. We want peace to come to 
Afghanistan," said 22-year-old 
Takar, who lost three relatives in 
the rocketing of Jalalabad, the 
southeastern provincial capital 
that the rebels tried but failed to 
take after the Soviet pullout in 
February. 

Public antagonism toward the 
Soviets was so strong after their 
troops poured into .the country in 
December 1979 that few soldiers

or their famili es ventured out of 
barracks or housing compounds 
into downtown bazaars and res¬ 
taurants. 

Afghans shouted sborave, or 
Soviet, at any Russian or Wester¬ 
ner who looked like a Russian, 
sometimes accompanied by a 
shove, pinch or handful of tossed 
pebbles. 

If Afghans learned a visitor was 
an American, there were usually 
smiles and pleas for the United 
States to supply anti-tank and 
anti-aircraft weapons to Mudim 
guerrillas fighting to topple the 
Communist government 

The Soviets remain unloved 
and still keep a low profile, but 
not as hennftfike as before since 
they are no longer considered the 
enemy interloper.

blame the Soviets as well as the 
Americans for prolonging the 

fighting . 

“AD people think the Soviet 
Union and the United States 
want war in our country— they 
don’t want peace in our country,” 
said Dr. Mohammad Nasser, a 
surgeon at Avicenna chest hospit¬ 
al in Kabul who had just treated 
several victims of rocket attacks. 
“We don’t want any more revolu¬ 
tion. We just want Afghanistan 
for the Afghans.”

internal feeding has turned to 
warfare. 

The United States dosed its 
embassy in Kabul before tie 
Soviet pullout, citing securiy 
concerns, and there are only* 
handful of Americans here fol 
time, all missionary healt 
workers. 

The Afghan government h 
more dependent than ever on 
Moscow now for food, feel, 
weapons and ammunition. The 
Soviet airlift continues with from 
30 to 200 flights a day, according 
, to diplomatic sources. Hundreds 
of supply trucks rumble down the 
Salang highway from the Soviet 
border to Kabul. 

For some Afghans, the oppor¬ 
tunity to confront an American 
visitor was not to be missed.

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Food from the desert 
^ -^or Egypt’s millions 
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new lives 

In Egypt, a baby is bom every 20 seconds;’7fte 
population is now 52 million and another 1.3 
million people are added every year. The vast 
majority of Egyptians live on only four per. cent of 
the land, in the Nile valley and delta —- the only 
land traditionally available for agriculture. To 
feed its people, Egypt must import over 50 per 
cent of its food. This daunting problem calls for 
bold solutions. In the following article, Mary Lynn 
Hanley reports on two innovative government 
projects that are opening up new farmlands, 
increasing food supply, and creating productive 
employment 
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NOUBARIA, Egypt — When 
Safaa El Shimy was 
a grono my at the U niver sit y 
Cairo a decade ago, the land on 
which die now lives, grows veget¬ 
ables and raises docks and labbits 
was nothing but a barren stretch 
of sand. . 

Now it is part of a thriving 
' agricultural community of uni¬ 
versity graduates, formerly land¬ 
less formers and private inves¬ 
tors. They are profitably growing 
beans, tomatoes, encumbers, 
peppers and other vegetables,, 
cultivating guava, apple, pear, 
extras and ohve trees, and raising 
livestock. They live in sturdy new 
cement houses, clustered 
together in villages saved with 
ctam drinking water and electric¬ 
ity, while nearby are schools, 
dinks and mosques, all con¬ 
nected by a good road network. 

. The transformation has taken 
place throng# a massive scheme 
to reclaim 875,000 hectares of 
desert in an area ISO kflometres 
west of Cairo. It is known as the 
Noubaria project, and on com¬ 
pletion in the early 1990s it will 
increase E g y p tian agricultural 
land by 20 per cent and create 
more than 75,000 new jobs. The 
effort is supported by the United 
Nations Development Program¬ 
me (UNDP) and the Food and 
Agriadture Organisation of the 
United Nations (FAO). 

E3 Shinty personifies two un¬ 
usual features of the p roject: she 
is a university graduate and i 
woman. In Noubaria, both.re¬ 
ceive special attention. “After I 
completed my studies,-I wanted 
to do sonK^mre new; or diffe¬ 
rent,” says Mb-.Bi Stray. When^ 
die government offered 123 hec¬ 


tares of . land in .Noubaria, she 
decided to accept the challenge. 
With the plot, rite received a 
house, two cows, technical advice 
and other support, from the 
General Authority for Rehabi 
totto n^ft^ec teari^AgM 

Et Shimy fives and works her 
farm alone. On some tasks, such 
as ntiring ducks, she 
with her next-door 
'another unmarried female uni¬ 
versity graduate. After two yean 
she is making a good income, 
especially from breeding ducks 
and rabbits. 

Thanks to the availability of 
bfile water stored by the Aswan 
dam, Egypt has redahned some 
13 miDkm hectares of deseat land 
over die past nine years, 500,000 
of which are is Noubaria. Initial 
reclamation involved seasonal 
flooring of the land—die system 
of irrigation traditionally prac¬ 
tised in the Nile delta. But this 
led to waterlogging and safimty. 
Modem sprinkler and drip irriga¬ 
tion methods winch strictly con¬ 
trol water use are now being 
applied. 

Forty per cent of the reclaimed 
land is provided to university 
gradu a tes and fanners 

against long-term soft loans. The 
rest is sold at market rates to 
small investors and agricultural 
c om panies. Thirty thousand set- 
tiers are already living in 30 new 
villages. Among them are 8,000 
university graduates, including 
800 women, who have received 
107,500' hectares of land. Land¬ 
less fam t e i K havp -received 35,000 

ponies, 125,000. 


Tomatoes flourish at Noobaria’s 


“Here you are starting from 
zero,” says I.M. Aly, Egyptian 
Director of the UNDP-funded 
project which provides FAO 
technical support for GARP AD. 
The government has invested 
US$435 milti oh to reclaim the 
area. Irrigation has required the 
construction of 2,000 pumping 
stations and 357 kilometres of 
cement-fined canals, which deliv¬ 
er water to terms from the main 
canal connecting Noubaria with 
the rale. Also in place are 470 
.kilometres of paved roads, more 
than 7,750 houses, 16 duties, 12 
primary schools, ten markets, 19 
mosques, 36 community develop¬ 
ment centres, four police stations 
and two fire houses. 

One of the toughest tasks fac¬ 
ing the Noubaria settlers is mak¬ 
ing the sandy soil productive. 
According to Mr. Aly, tins can be 
done either by changing soil com¬ 
position or careful management 
of water and fertilizer. As adding 
organic matter or day to increase 
die soil’s holding capacity would 
be impractical over such a large

The farm is 
also prodndntf seedlings of test¬ 
growing casui -ina and acacia 
trees, planted <; as windbreaks to 
protect {dots from sandstorms. 
The plan is toj distribute half a 
minio n of tihes^: seedlings to ter¬ 
mers every yeiar. For the first 
time, wheat is b eing grown in the 
desert sand. This is especially 
significant since i Egypt now inv 
ports 75 per cent of its wheat 
requirements. "‘Our next cam¬ 
paign will be to introduce crops 
produdng vegetable oil,” says 
Mr. Aly, who is planning trials 


with sesame.

1 livestock, GAR- 


PAD specialists have found the 
Muscovy duck especially promis¬ 
ing. It can reach a weight of four 
kilogrammes in 60 days — one- 
sixth the time it takes local spe- 
- ties to grow that large. Installa¬ 
tion of a new hatching unit will 
soon make it possible to distri¬ 
bute 5,000 one-day old ducklings 
to tenners every month. For rab¬ 
bits, a new kind of cage has been 
developed, made of day and for 
use underground. It attempts to 
(WiatB the animal’s natural 
habitat, protecting it from the 
fierce desert beat. 

. T-writing a large staff of exten¬ 
sion workers, GARPAD is using 
pioneers like Ms. El Shimy as 
“contact farmers” to communi¬ 
cate its recommendations to new 
settlers. “We work with her and 
she works with others,” says Mr. 
Aly. Through these efforts—and 
hard work by the settlers them¬ 
selves— the reclaimed lands are 
yielding food, income and im¬ 
proved lives for a growing num¬ 
ber of Egyptian families —

AMMAN — In the past two 
decades, cancer, its causes, 
effects and possible cores have 
been tiie main topic of concern 
at countless scientific, medical 
and human issues conferences, 
meetings, lectures and semi¬ 
nars. Although scientific re¬ 
search has alluded to various 
preventive measures to be 
adopted, a “cure” as such has 
not been found. 

An increasing number of 
people are being effected by 
cancer til over the world. The 
West German news magazine, 
Der Spiegel, in a recent five- 
part feature article on cancer, 
suggested that as life expectan¬ 
cy is incr e asin g the number of 
people who are found to have 
cancer is also increasing. 

According to Der Spiegel, it 
could even be an indication that 
less people are actually dying 
from the disease than at any 
time previously. 

These are speculations and 
hypothesis which are very diffi¬ 
cult to prove. - Whatever the 
reason, the number of people 
afflicted by cancer in the world 
is increasing, according to sta¬ 
tistics of the American Cancer 
Society. 

A lack of statistics on the 
number of people treated has 
made it difficult to make esti¬ 
mates in Jordan There seems to 
be a general consensus that 
many Jordanians may have 
been afflicted with cancer while 
never having been diagnosed 
for it for a variety of reasons. 
Doctors say that many Jorda¬ 
nians, as a result of certain 
cultural considerations, believe 
it is shameful to be ill, never 
contact a doctor and sometimes 
subsequently die without any¬ 
one ever finding out wbat was 
actually wrong with them. 

Dr. Hani Jumean, chief of 
hematology and the medical 
oncology section at the King 
Hussein Medical Centre, says: 
“There are certain beliefs that 
have developed over the ages if 
a woman is labelled “31.” Her 
unmarried sisters, daughters, 
and nieces may be inadvertent¬ 
ly effected by her label and 
many people believe it is diffi¬ 
cult for them to get married 
since they have a female rela¬ 
tive who is rick. It could be 
explained as ‘guilt’ by associa¬ 
tion. Dealing with these beliefs 


and trying to convince people 
that they are irrational is a very 
difficult task since some of 
these ideas have been embed¬ 
ded for such a long time.” 

The first cancer society in 
Jordan was established in 1968 
with 100 initial members, under 
the patronage of His Majesty 
King Hussein. 

Today, the society has grown 
and boasts of 2,000 members, 
although only 150 are “active,” 
•according to Dr. Abdullah 
Awidi Abbadi, professor of 
medicine and hematology- 
oncology and chairman of the 
Department of Medicine. 

Amal task force 

The Amal task force, de¬ 
signed to be a mobile unit that 
is able to detect cancer in its 
early stages, was established in 
1984 under the umbrella of the 
Jordanian Cancer Society. 
"The task force was largely 
designed to enable early detec¬ 
tion,” says Abbadi. The mobile 
unit, which is fully equipped, 
serves as a very useful on-the- 
road cancer centre." 

“The cancer centre is in¬ 
tended to serve as an educa¬ 
tional institution which raises 
public awareness about cancer 
as well as recruits rehabilitation 
volunteers and raises funds to 
support its projects, including 
the Amal task force,” accord¬ 
ing to Abbadi. 

Minibuses to help selected 
patients get to hospitals for 
treatment and back home, and 
specialised training of two 
Jordanian social workers were 
among the investments made 
from the collected funds of the 
cancer society. 

“We sent two social workers 
to the United States to receive 
specialised training in social 
work related to cancer patients. 
Previously we did not have a 
properly trained staff to deal 
with specific rehabilitation 
problems that cancer patients 
might have to deal with,” 
Abbadi said. 

Until three years ago the 
activities of the cancer centre 
were rather limited, consisting 
of scattered lectures here and 
there, according to Abbadi. 

Voluntary work 

Voluntary help for cancer pa¬ 
tients has also increased over 
the last several years. “One of 
oor aims is to get help for 
cancer patients whenever it is 
needed and whenever we can. 


There are times when a family’s 
wage earner is afflicted by 
cancer. Very often families, 
which are faced with such a 
situation, feel ‘lost’ and in such 
an instance it is necessary for 
us, as a cancer society, to pro¬ 
vide support for the family. 
Although at preseat we only 
have 12 semi-permanent volun¬ 
teers, their help is extremely 
valuable. We need many more 
people whose neighbours, 
friends or relatives are incapaci¬ 
tated by cancer. Sometimes 
they need someone to help 
them with house work or just to 
help them go on a walk,” 
Abbadi said. 

Abbadi suggests that in cer¬ 
tain housing complexes, such as 
Abu Nuseir, it would be ideal if 
“residents of the complex to 
help each other out in a time of 
need." 

He points out that people 
deal with cancer in completely 
different ways. “There are basi¬ 
cally two types of reactions to 
cancer. Those who ’wifi not 
face facts,* — who want to 
pretend that there is nothing 
wrong with them whatsoever— 
and those who do face the facts. 
Those belonging to the second 
category are increasing. It is 
psychologically very important 
for them to be able to meet with 
people who have had cancer 
and who have been cured.” 

According to both Abbadi 
and Jumean, many former can¬ 
cer patients do not like being 
identified, and are often unwill¬ 
ing to help others with their 
“pains and fears.” 

“This is unfortunate since 
they could surely be of great 
help to others and we could find 
ways and means of keeping 
them unanim ous to all but the 
patients concerned,” Abbadi 
says. 

Abbadi agrees that 90 per 
cent of all cancers are linked to 
environmental factors. “Some 
of these environmental factors 
can be controlled and some 
cannot. Dietary habits for ex¬ 
ample can be controlled. On 
the other hand some non-man- 
made chemical and toxic effects 
cannot always be controlled.” 

“A little extra work on the 
part of scientists mil make our 
lives safer, so will a little extra 
work from environmental pro¬ 
tectionist and with a little extra 
help from volunteers a lot of 
cancer patients in Jordan wil 
have a more assured recovery.’

EC finance ministers endorse 
serious moves towards unity

ANTIBES France (AP) — European Community 
U&v) finance ministers Saturday took another step 
toward muting the monetary and economic policies 
°* their dozen nations. 


Nigel Lawson of Britain, a 

S winch has resisted moves 
economic unity it fears 
would threaten sovereignty, 
sketched-an alternative path for 
the finance chiefs but appeared to 
gather little snpporL 
The officials, meeting behind 
dosed doors, endorsed proposals 
for closer consultations among 
the nations on economic and 
monetary matters. 

“We are no doubt going in the 
right direction,” said French Fi¬ 
nance Minister Pierre Beregovoy. 
‘It was a step forward.” 

Jacques Delors, president of 
-the European Commission, the 
trading Noe’s executive body, 
said, “We did what we set out to 


The drive for monetary onion 
has added a new dimension to the 
common market’s plans, to 
fashion a single market by the 
end of 1992. By that date, die 
nations want to remove the many 
trade barriers that prevent the 
free movement of people, goods, 
services and money. 

The ministers’ decision to sup¬ 
port die proposals — they still 
must receive formal approval — 
paves the way for the start next 
July 1 of the first phase of tighter 
economic and monetary coor¬ 
dination. 

Danish Economics Minister 
Niels Helveg Petersen said, 
“there’s no doubt that this meet¬ 


ing ready showed the instruments 
of the first phase can be adopted 
farfly soon.” 

The mnristere meet twice a year 
in an informal setting to hash out 
financial issues. 

The current meeting on the 
Mediterranean was their first 
chance to discuss in detail their 
leaders’ decisions at a June sum¬ 
mit in Madrid to begin moving 
toward monetary union. The 
leaders failed to back far- 
reaching proposals that would 
lead to a single currency and a 
European-wide central bank 
system. 

British Prime Munster Mar¬ 
garet Thatcher has been an out¬ 
spoken opponent of die calls for 
sweeping monetary changes.

government’s objection to form¬ 
ing a common currency and a 
central bank system . 

Instead, he urged ids col¬ 
leagues to remove restrictions so 
that all the European currencies 
would be legal tender — accept¬ 
able for savings and transactions 
— throughout the Community. 

He promised to give his col¬ 
leagues, probably in November, a 
more detailed Nan. 

But Dutch Finance Minister 
Onno Rudmg said the p wy nffl l 
“looks like a kind of survival of 
the fittest good money would 
drive out bad.” 

He said the idea “did not re¬ 
ceive much support” from other 
ministers who appeared

ISTANBUL (R) — Nurettin 
Sozen's problems as mayor of 
Istanbul began as soon as he was 
elected — the staff in his city hall 
office were so upset that they 
. resigned. Even the teaboy. 

Four months 1 later Sozen, a 
Social Democrat, is getting used 
to unpopularity as he wages war 
on what be says is corruption and 
waste in Turkey’s biggest city and 
financial centre. 

“I am not from the business 
circles. 1 am from the people,” 
Sozen, 52, told Reuters. 

But the people as well as 
businessmen seem less than hap¬ 
py that Sozen is axing construc¬ 
tion projects that would mod¬ 
ernise his city of up to eight 
million people, where minarets 
and mosques dot die skyline and 
traditional bazaars thrive. 

The projects were the brain¬ 
child of Sozen's centre-right pre¬ 
decessor Bedrettin Dalan, who 
wanted skyscrapers to spring up 
in business districts and planned 
major sewage, road and rail 
works. 

Sozen's priorities are different. 
His “humans first” policy gives a 
free litre of milk to 40,000 chil¬ 
dren every day and free water to 
some people. Free bread has 
been promised to die poor of 


Istanbul’s squatter suburbs. 

But 84 per cent of respondents 
told a poll in the right-wing 
Tercuman newspaper that Sozen 
had done nothing right since his 
election. 

Only 20 per cent said they 
would vote for him again, com¬ 
pared to the 36 per cent that gave 
him his upset victory in March. 

“I have to respect what Sozen’s 
team is -trying to do,” said a 
foreigner trying to revive a major 
municipal project 

“They are scrupulous, honest, 
don't take bribes and seem to 
care about preserving die ancient 
fabric and appearance of the 
city,” be noted. 

Even Prime Minister Turgut 
Qzai, leader of the ruling 
Motherland Party to which Dalan 
belongs, has come under scru¬ 
tiny. 

“We are investigating one of 
die prime minist er's houses,” said 
Sozen, a Social Democrat popul¬ 
ist party member. “If it was (built 
illegally) we will pull it down.” 

A bad press, a hostile central 
government and a bfifion dollar 
municipal foreign debt are other 
problems faring Sozen. 

“The finances are a shambles,” 
said a foreign banker who said be 


had suspended contacts with the 
new custodians of the 3,000-year- 
old city spanning Europe and 
Asia. 

A senior treasury official said 
municipality statements that gave 
a wrong impression that Istanbul 
would not service its foreign debt 
were just one sign of the new 
team’s inexperience. 

Dalan tend Reuters: “Sozen 
has done nothing except fight me. 
People who fight have no time to 
do real work. Leadership is 
neded.” He added he was con¬ 
sidering a comeback to politics at 
national level later this year. 

Dalan complained that his 
administration’s 4,500-shop Per- 
pa complex, the world’s biggest 
commercial floorspace under one 
roof, was lying empty doe to a 
land dispute. 

“I could have solved that 20 
times by now,” said Dalan, 
known for his aggressive methods 
and financial flexibility. 

Sozen, highly critical of 
Dalan’s financial policies, shook 
hands with him only briefly at a 
dty hall transfer of power cere¬ 
mony. 

“Dalan’s general secretary, 
four undersecretaries, even the 
teaboy and cleaner just dis¬ 


appeared,” after the election, 
Sozen said. 

“It took three accountants a 
whole week to work out where 
we stood,” he noted. 

Critics say Sozen can be petty

of Dalan’s “Istanbul Metro” to 
read “Fast Tramway,” because It 
does not ran underground. 

Already opened by Dalan and 
Ozal, the 8.5-kilometre track will 
be officially reopened by Sozen 
this month.

Vietnam wants $300m bank 
loan to vend IMF embargo 


HANOI (R) — Vietnam is trying 
to escape from its economic dead¬ 
end street by gaining Internation¬ 
al Monetary Fund (IMF) support 
for a $300 million commercial 
bank loan that would help unlock 
new IMF money, a senior Viet¬ 
namese banker said. 

Nguyen Cong Hai, deputy 
director of die foreign depart¬ 
ment of the State Bank of Viet¬ 
nam, said the aim was to generate 
hinds to implement a one-year 
stabilisation plan and to restore 
-.normal relations with the fund. 

The plan, to be put before IMF 
and World Bank meetings in the 
next few weeks, reflects hope in 
Hanoi that Western countries will 
ease their isolation of Vietnam 
after it withdraws its troops horn 
PaiwhoHia later this month. 

However diplomats and fore¬ 
ign bankers here said there was 
considerable doubt that the Un¬ 
ited States, which wields im¬ 
mense influence at the IMF and 
World Bank, would soften its line 
against its old communist enemy 
to allow the package. 

. Hai said in an interview Viet¬ 
nam and proposed that the 
French bank Banque Francais 
Four Commerce Exterieure, 
which has an office in Ho Gu 
Mich City in the south, be asked 
to lead a consortium of banks to 
raise $300 million in loans. 

Of this about $130 miflion 
would be used to pay off IMF 
arrears dating from the end of. 
1988. Because of those arrears 
the fund barred Vietnam access 
to its facilities. 

The remaining $170 milli on 
would be used to help put into 
practice a 12-month plan, worked 
out with IMF guidance, to fight 
inflation, loweT the yawning 
'budget deficit and build up the 
dny hard currency reserves. 

Clearing the IMF arrears 
would make Vietnam, whose 65 
mini on people live in one of the 
world’s poorest economies, once 
again eligible for several IMF 


facilities. 

“We would be eligible for 
structural adjustment and en¬ 
hanced structural adjustment 
facilities which, according to our 
IMF quota, could mean $350 to 
$400 million,” Hai said. 

Vietnam depends on its com¬ 
munist allies for most of its fore¬ 
ign trade and investment but 
needs the flexibility of hard cur¬ 
rency and Western management 
skills as it reshapes the economy 
and tries to compete with more 
nimble Asian states. 

Members of a World Bank 
delegation that conducted an eco¬ 
nomic survey of Vietnam in the 
last three weeks said they were 
extremely impressed by the gov¬ 
ernment's stability programme, 
which has had a dramatic effect in 
the last year. 

Cuts in subsidies and monetary 
restrictions and a bold derision to 
create a realistic rate for the dong 
currency have brought inflation 
down from dizzying three-figure 
heights to about four per cent per 
month, according to official fi¬ 
gures. 

The black market mark-up on 
the dong has been virtually abo¬ 
lished. 

Bankers like Hai, who appear 
to have the full backing of the 
politicaUy-conservative polit- 
buro, are determined to posh 
ahead with their tightening in the 
next year, whether or not the 
IMF supports their plan for 
. cleari ng, atreai s and generating 
new capital. 

The aim is cut inflation to one 
per cent by next September. State 
expenditure would be further re¬ 
duced as the level of state sector 
borrowing. 

Broader taxation, systems 
would come in, including higher 
taxes on imports, in a drive to 
balance the budget. 

Hai said it was essential to 
increase hard currency reserves, 
which were now about '$10 nrilbon 
or the equivalent of. just one 


week’s imports. 

Political decisions are still 
pending cm some aspects, includ¬ 
ing the extra taxation, and offi¬ 
cials realise the new measures will 
create further burdens on society. 

“In the short term there will 
certainly be more difficulties in 
daily living,” said Hai. “State 
employees will be particularly 
affected." 

A state bank official said about 
40 per cent of industrial produc¬ 


tion was idle after radical restric¬ 
tions on money supply in March. 
Some small enterprises had 
dosed. 

The official said unemploy¬ 
ment, already high, was given a 
new twist with some state enter¬ 
prises shedding up to 70 per cent 
of their staff. 

'The state bank governor will 
detail the new economic austerity 
proposals in an address to the 
IMF/Worid Bank meeting,

Also Sunday, military officials 
said they feared at least 150 Tamil 
Chilians may have died since Fri¬ 
day in the latest Tnrfian military 
offensive against Tamil rebels in 
northeastern Sri Lanka. An Indi¬ 
an offirial denied the charge. 

A government communique, 
meanwhile, reported nine people 
wee killed Sunday in continuing 
ethnic violence. 

India, seeking to end a di¬ 
plomatic stalemate over its 
peacekeeping troops in Sri 
Lanka, announced last week a' 
new proposal for withdrawing the 
42,000 soldies had been sent to 
Premadasa for approval. 

Details of the proposal, work¬ 
ed out last week during the Non- 
Aligned Summit in Belgrade, 
Yugoslavia, were not disclosed. 

A senior Sri T-ankan govern¬ 
ment official said on condition of 
not being identified Satnrday that 
India agreed to poll its troops out - 
of Sri Lanka by Dec. 31, two 
months earlier than previously 
offered. 

Another government official, 
also speaking on condition of 
ano nymi t y , said Sunday that In¬ 
dia also promised to order its 
troops to halt all military opera¬ 
tions against die Tamils once the 
proposal was accepted. The re¬ 
bels would be asked to observe 
the cease-fire, he said. 

The official said the cabinet. 


which will discuss the proposal 
Wednesday, probably would 
accept the Dec. 31 deadline but 
would ask India to provide a 
more detailed pullout timetable- 
in New Delhi, a foreign minis¬ 
try spokesman declined com¬ 
ment. 

India deployed its soldies to Sri 
Lanka in July 1987 to enforce a 
peace accord at ending a rebel¬ 
lion by Tamil mutants demanding 
a separate homeland in north and 
east Sri lanka. 

The largest and most militant 
group, the liberation Tigers of 
Tamil Eelam, rejected the Indi¬ 
an-mediated agreement, sayig it 
fell short of its demands, and 
turned its guns on peacekeeping 
forces. 

Officials at tbe joint operations 
command in Colombo expressed 
fears that at least ISO Tamil civi¬ 
lians have died since Friday in a 
fresh Indian mi l i tar y offensive in 
northeastern Muflaftivu district 
The officials, who cannot be 
identifed under briefing rules, 
said Indian troops used heficopter 
gunships, artillery and mortars in 
an attack on the villages of Alam- 
pO, Semmalai, Th ana eroot m and 
Katikadu, about 280 kfl ame tre s 
northeast of Colombo. 

Military officials said hundr eds 
of Tamil civilians were fleeing; 
the area. 


An Indian High C omm i ssi on 
official denied the allegations and 
said Indian forces were conduct¬ 
ing normal search operations in 
the district, known to be a major 
hideout of th e Tamil Tigers. 

“The EPKF (Indian peacekeep¬ 
ing forces) will never resort to 
such mda crigrin ate « ** « «*■ mxfar 
any circumstances,” the official 
said cm condition of not being 
identified. 

A government communique 
said nine people had been killed 
in ethnic violence since Saturday. 
The victims included three Jamil 
rebels killed by Indian troops, 
three Sinhalese radicals killed in 
the sonth and three mndentified 
Sinhalese whose bodies were 
found by troops. The communi¬ 
que gave no details. 

More than 11,000 people, in¬ 
cluding 1,000 Indian soldiers, 
have died since the Tamil rebel¬ 
lion began in 1983. 

Tamils comprise 18 per cent of 
tiie island’s 16 rnOfion people and 
claim they are denied jobs and 
education by the majority 
S inhal ese , who make up 75 per 
cent of the population and 
dominate the g ov ernm ent and

In the 1987 accord, the govern¬ 
ment offered the Tamils Hunted 
a uton om y if they would surren¬ 
der their we ap ons and give up 
their secessionist campaign. 

The offer triggered a violent 
backlash by Sinhalese ntititants, 
who contend the government 
offered too many concessions to 
the minori t y Tamil*. More 
5,000 people have been killed so 
far in tbe Sinhalese backlash. 


Pinochet prepares to 
surrender presidency 


SANTIAGO (R) — General Au¬ 
guste Pinochet marks the 16th 
anniversary of his military gov¬ 
ernment in Chile Monday, 
apparently resigned to surrender¬ 
ing tiie presidency but deter¬ 
mined not to lose aU his power. 

Pinochet, who must make way 
for a civilian successor following 
December’s elections, has vowed 
to stay on as commander of tbe 
powerful Chilean army following 
the handover. 

The fiercely anti-Communist 
general, who led a bloody milit¬ 
ary coup Sept 11,1973, appears 
determined to protect the milit¬ 
ary's future political influence en¬ 
shrined in the country’s constitu¬ 
tion. 

“He may have lost the pres¬ 
idency, but he clearly is not res¬ 
igned to abandoning all his pow¬ 
er," one Western diplomat said. 

Some opposition leaders fear 
that Chile could follow the same 
path as Panama, where General 
Manuel Noriega is the courtly’s 
de facto ruler despite holding no 
formal government post. 


Pinochet, who overthrew Presi¬ 
dent Salvador AQende in toe 
coop, was forced to call toe elec¬ 
tions after he lost a plebiscite last 
October on prolonging his rule 
for eight more years. 

Opinion polls suggest opposi¬ 
tion candidate Patricio Ayhrin 
may win the election and become 
the country’s first elected leader 
since Allende, who died in the 
coup. 

Ayhrin, who centrist Christian 
Democrat Party initially sup¬ 
ported the coup before moving 
over to the opposition, has repe¬ 
atedly called for the general to 
step aside, saying bis presence in 
the army co mmand is an obstacle 
to the co unt r y’ s return to foil 
democracy. 

Opposition parties say that if 
they are victorious in the Dec. 14 
vote, they will seek to change the 
cons t itutio n to curb tbe military's 
role. 

Political analysts say that de¬ 
spite the political setback toe 
military suffered with Pinochet’s 


loss in the pl e b isci te, the armed 
forces befierc they are in a strong 
position to lay down conditions 
for a smooth transfer of power. 

Behind tiie mi l i t ary ’s tough 
stance Hcs fear about how an 


opposition government would 
deal with the issue of human 
rights violations, many political 
analysts believe.

Chinese ordered to carry 
ID cards, learn slogans 


PEKING (R) — Chinese were 
ordered Sunday to cany identity 
cards and learn 40 slogans to 
mark toe 40th anniveisary of the 
fVimmiinkt stale, farther sign* of 
hardhnes tightening their grip. 

Major newspapers published a 
list of the slogans as part of a 
pro paganda blitz in preparation 
for Oct. 1, the 40th anniversary of 
toe day Mao Tsetung annomiced. 
the founding of the People’s Re-, 
public in Tiananmen Square. 

Slogans one and two hail the 
anniversary and the “great 
achievements” of “socialism 
modernisation and r efor m” slo¬ 
gan number three is “warmly hail 
the victory over the turmoil and 
counter-revolutionary rebellion.” 

Hundreds, perhaps thousands, 
died when toe army moved into 
central Pelting June 4 to crush 


large-scale student-led protests. 

But there are signs that “vic¬ 
tory” has not been achieved. 
Several soldiers stationed on the 
streets of Peking have been mur¬ 
dered since June 4, student lead¬ 
ers on a wanted Hst are still at 
large and there is widespread 
disbelief intoe official version of 
the events of that day. 

“Tbe most dangerous place for 
soldiers' is near the history 
museum where there were many 
civilian deaths and many relatives 
eager for revenge,” a taxi driver 
said. 

Diplomats said security sur¬ 
rounding leading Humm offi¬ 
cials had been tightened. 

From Oct. 15 citizens wiD have 
to carry ID cards—tbe first time 
tins has been compulsory since 
1949, the Pelting Daily said 


Sunday. 

More than 570 miBion cards 
have been issued since 1985, 74 
per cent of the total to be given 
out, it said. 

The l eaders hip has blamed toe 
protests m part on “bourgeois 
liberalism,” meaning Western 
political ideas. 

The Legal News Saturday 
emoted Public Security Minister 
Wang Fang as (effing a meeting 
on police ideological work that 
bourgeois liberalism had spread 
widely in recent years and could 
not be efimmtated in a short time. 

“A very small number of coun¬ 
ter-revolutionaries have been 
very active, with an increase in 
reactionary slogans, notices, thre¬ 
atening letters, explosions and 
sabotage,” he added. He gave no 
details. 


Exxon ready for pullout 


POINT HELEN, Alaska (AP) — 
Thousands of oil-spattered work¬ 
ers hampered by worsening 
weather have only a few more^ 
days to dean erode o3 off Alas-'' 
ka’s petroleum-fouled shoreline 
before Exxon Corporation stops 
work for the season. 

Exxo n says it will pnD out the 
last of its workers by Friday after 
treating more than 1,600 
kilometres of shoreline tainted by 
toe nation’s worst oil spill. The 
company claimed Thursday only 
six kilometres remained to be 
treated, but state and federal 
agencies disagree with Exxon ab¬ 
out how modi has been cleaned 
and how wefl. 

“Our position is that the ■ 
weather is going to make us go 
regardless of what toe numbers 
are, regardless of how much is 
left,” said Exxon spokesman 
Henry Beathard. 


Exxon said it chose Sept 15 for 
the withdrawal of toe last of its 
thousands of workers and hun¬ 
dreds of vessels to avoid in¬ 
creasingly poor weather and re¬ 
duced hours of daylight 

Already, toe first fell storm has 
raked Pnnce William Sound, 
where the tanker Exxon Valdez 
spilled nearly 42 unOkm litres of 
erode oil March 24. 

Weather permi tt in g, the shore 
will be “environmentally stable,” 
if not dean, by Exxon’s deadline, 
toe company said.

Crews have removed gross con¬ 
tamination from many shorelines, 
but they remain oily. Exxon 
claims about 924,000 litres of ml 
and water emulsion have been 
recovered. 

Exxon, the DEC and the coast 
guard all have different figures 
for virtnally everything, in part 
because they use different criteria 
for measuring contamination.

Gorbachev

MOSCOW (R) — Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev has bounced 
beck from hofiday with a stinging 
attack on conservatives and radic¬ 
als who he says are trying to block 
his reforms and spreading alarm. 

In a speech on national teievi- a 
sum Satnrday, be denounced* 
opponents of his perestroika (re¬ 
form) programme for suggesting 
that a coup or rivfl war was in tbe 


dnled because of fears of typhoon 
Sarah heading for the British 
colony. The stor m, bearing cen¬ 
tre winds of 120 kilometres an 
hour, killed at least three people 
in the Philippines, officials raid 
Sunday. 

Late last month, a riot erupted 
on Tai a Chau when 1,000 Viet¬ 
namese hnried stones at police' 
after a dispute over the distribu¬ 
tion of rice, and police responded 
by firing teargas. 

After tbe violence, the first 
case of cholera was detected on 
tbe island.

ROME (R) — Rival American 
scientists will hade away at rocks * 
in central Italy tins week in a 
geological showdown aimed at 
ending a bitter controversy over 
what killed the dmorams. 

The teams of scientists, from 
Berkeley University in California 
and Dartmouth College in New 
Hampshire, begin a three-day ex¬ 
pedition Monday to the Umbrian - 
Apennines near the beautiful 
medieval hill town of Gubbio. 

Referred by Dr. Robert Gins-, 
burg from the University of 
Miami, they will gather rock sam¬ 
ples acceptable to both sides in a 
decade-long dispute over whether 
the dinosaurs we re wiped out 65 
mOlira years ago by the cataclys¬ 
mic impact of a giant oomet or the 
worst volcanic eruptions in the 
last 200 millkm years. 

The research could also help 
scientists understand better tire 
modem effects of “ toe green¬ 
house effect,” depletion of die 
ozone layer, arid rain and die 


Boredom dominates bizarre glacier war 


SIACHEN GLACIER, India 
(R) — A b izar re war being 
fought on the world’s highest 
b a tt l efield is noted more for 
boredom than bombs. 

“Utterly miserable... and so 
boring, yon have no idea,” said 
an Indian soldier describing a 
three-month tour of duty at tbe 
7,000-metre high front line on 
the Siacfaen glacier. 

“This is a very silly war, 
complete rubbish,” said a 
senior officer at tiie Indian 
army’s base camp under the 
nose of the glacier at 3,700 
metres. “But this is the army. 
We arc told to fight, so we 
fight.” 

Even Major-General V.R. 
Ragbavan, toe army comman¬ 
der, jokes that an Indian 
mountaineer who spends 20 
minutes atop a 7,000-metre 
mountain gets the country’s 
highest award while a soldier 
who spends three months at 
this front in the middle of 
winter is rewarded with a bar 
of chocolate. 

More than 3,000 Indian 
troops face a similar number of 
Pakistanis along toe Saltoro 
Mountains that command the 
Siachen glacier, at 76 
kilometres tiie second longest 
glacier in toe world outside the 
polar regions. 

The obscure war over the 
glacier, in die northeastern 
part of the disputed Kashmir 
region, began in 1984 when 


Indian troops moved in. 

Raghavan told foreign re¬ 
porters during a recent trip to 
Siachen that .territory claim ed 
by India had started turning up 
in atlases as lying within 
Pakistan. 

The commander argued that- 
Indian claims to tbe Siachen 
region stemmed from agree¬ 
ments that established a tine of 
control in Kashmir after two 
wars. Two-thirds of Kashmir is 
administered by India, and tiie 
rest by Pakistan. 

The two countries began 
talks in June on tbe disengage¬ 
ment of their forces from the 
glacier. The talks centred on a 
plan to withdraw troops to 
positions held earlier without 
affecting claims to die Siachen 
territory, which was left unde- 
marcated in a U.N.-sponsored 
1949 ceasefire agreement 
covering most erf Kashmir . 

“The sooner they get it done 
the better,” said one soldier of 
two rounds of talks that have 
so far failed to determine what 
those positions were. “Get us 
out of here before winter.” 

His chances appear slim 
with winter approaching 
rapidly. 

“As you can see everybody 
here is quite dug in for another 
winter,” Pakistani Prime 
Minister Benazir Bhutto told 
reporters daring a trip to 
Siachen last month-shortly af¬ 
ter the second round of abor¬ 


tive talks. 

‘Housework’ 

So it will be back to temper¬ 
atures down to minus 50 de¬ 
grees Centigrade at toe highest 
Indian posts, where soldiers 
use blowtorches and stoves to 
keep their guns from freezing 
up during the day and sleep 
with them at night 

Back to •'routine shovelling 
so they are not buried alive by 
snowfalls, maintaining rope 
lines so patrols can move 
around and digging more caves 
under ax metres of ice as pro-' 
tection against shells. 

Back to retrieving supplies, 
including oxygen, dropped by 
parachute, trying to fight off 
frostbite. 

“Housework” one officer 
called it, to fight off the excru¬ 
ciating boredom. “Everything 
in this war happens very slow¬ 
ly. It is quite unbelievably bor¬ 
ing most of tbe time.” 

Remote though it is, the 
Siachen glacier is strategically 
important with its valley lead¬ 
ing into I ndian Kashmir. 

Occasionally, one side wOl 
mount an operation to occupy 
a lump of rock and ice that 
would give it an advantage 
over the other and fighting 
flares up. 

The last time was in April 
and May, when the Indians 
tried to occupy a point they 
thought a Pakistani objective. 


Commanders met after 
heavy fighting and agreed to 
leave it empty. 

That was only the second 
time commanders had met, In¬ 
dian officers said. The first was 
in 1987,-when Pakistani bodies 
were handed back after a 
bloody battle for one of the 
three passes into the Siachen 
glacier’s valley. 

Mostly, tiie war consists of 
artillery exchanges, with tiie 
Indians using some of the 
Bofors guns the government 
bought from Sweden for $13 
billion, a deal which involved 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi’s 
administration in repeated 
charges of corruption. 

Raghavan said all the initia¬ 
tive lay with his troops, who 
looked down on Pakistani posi¬ 
tions and could correctly aim, 
while Pakistani artillery fired 
blind over sharp, high ridges. 

“They are punishable by us 
whenever necessary,” he said. 

Other officers said that gke 
everything else about the war, 
it wasn’t as easy as that. 

“The thin air makes a differ¬ 
ence to trajectory and dis¬ 
tance, so does the tempera¬ 
ture. And (weather) conditions 
are never the same twice, so 
tiie data yon gained yesterday 
is no use today.” 

He wouldn’t admit Indian 
artfifety rarely hit anything, 
but said: “It is very, very rftffi - 
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through'the area in k convoy of 
about 300 cars and buses, and 
were joined by scores of cyclists. 
A fleet of several hundred fishing 
junks sup ported tiie protest by 
sailing along the coastline. 

No trouble was reported during 
tiie three-hour demonstration, 
police said.
